arsenalg, and to gain other information in relation 1o
this country ; and that he (Mr. Marsh) had pledged
the Turkish government a firee passoge for him,
(Amin Bey,) and that if I refused him a passage it
would place the legation in a very delicate position
He addel ** that Amin Bey, if sent, would meet me
at Spezzia.”
Amin Bey a passage to the United States.
to our arrival, Mr. Webster, then Secretary of Siate.
applied to Congress for £10,000 t9 defray Amin Bey's
expenses while in the United States; which sum was
appropriated  About $4.500 was paid for this pur-
pose, and the remainder has since been returned to
the treasury. On the return of Amin Bey to Con-
stantinople his rank was increased, and he was placed
in charge of the naval =chool at Princess [slands, in
the sea of Marmora. The young man Hassan, who
came with him, is a lieutenant, commanding a brig in
the Turkish navy.

No one can for a moment suppose that Mr. Marsh,
for any purpose whatever, would impose upon his
own Governmen!. It is well known, no matter what-
ever side of the political questions of the day he may
have adopted, that he ig a high-minded gentleman,
and has a reputation to preserve, and that he would
take some pains to do 0. He is now ahsent from the
country, and as Amin Bey came in the ship I com-

manded, | give a statement of the facts relating 1o |
him which have passed under my notice, and with |

which I am acquainted. The gentleman who has
heen cen=ured by the papers for circulating the report
of Amin Bey being an impostor, had no hand or agen-
cy in the matter but to obev the minister resident.—

dore Porter, who devoted ten years of his life 1o make
himself acquainted with the Turkish languaze He
has been the interpreter of the legation for many
years, and Amin Bey was placed by Mr. Webster un-
der his charge in the United Stfles. Authentic in-

A Bisrror's Pay axp PerquisiTes.—The Bishop of
Durham is in embarrassed circumstances, poor man.

6d
Saving his Lord=hip's game, therefore, is considered a
more valuable and important service than saving the
souls of his lordship’s flock. The estimation in which
his lordship holds carnal Iuxaries as compared with
things spiritual is also manifested in another part of
his * little bill.”” He puts down the expenses of his
parks at £1001, but modestly charges only L£15 for
those of his chapel ! That blessed institution known
as the * Church of England ” is based upon a system
of the most monstrous inequalities.

Lord John Russell on American Affalrs.

We copy the following extracts from the pen of
this British statesman from hia last publishel work.
1t is known that he is editing the memn‘rinls and cor-
respondence of Charles James Fox. This passage oc-

This® deciara-
tion was the ery of an infant State. It has since grown
to manhood ; it has now a gianUs strength. -

Whether it would have been possible to maintain
the colonies in subjection to the Crown of Eagland
for a much longer period, may well be doubted.—
Trade regulated at Westminister conld hardly be con-
sistent with wealth and freedom at New York. Sour-
ces of di-pute might have arisen, even if the plan of
Lord Rockingham, or that of Lord Chatham, had been
fully adopted. But it was the peculiar infelicity of
George 111. and Lord North that they tnrned to gall
all those fee'ings of filial piety which had so long fill-
ed the breasts of the Americans. )

The Declaration of Independence has one singular
defect in it, but which only proves the lingering af-
fection which the Americans still retained lor the
mother country. ’

As Mr. Jefferson originally drew the Declaration
of Independence, he charged the acts of which the
Americans complained, in the first place to the King,
but secondly to the people of Great Britain. Thus,
he said of them, that  when occasions have been
given them, by the regular course of their laws, of
removing from their councils the disturbers of our
barmony, they have, by their free election, re-estab-
lished them in power.”
